Canada starting on February 28th. 

In previous Appeals the people of 
Canaoa have more than supported the 
@ause and the generous response of 
the Canadian people in the last ap- 
peal showed their openheartednoas 
and understanding of the Red Cross 
work, 

The Red Cross is an internationai 
organization and under the Covven- 
tious of Geneva is required to ob- 
tain its support by voluntary suo- 
scriptions to preserve its rights, 
privileges and immunities guaran- 
teed under international law. 

The national appea] in March was 
planned with the fullest co-operation 
of the Dominion Government to aviod 
disruption of plans of the Natiunai 
War. Finance Committee, And too, tiie 
American Red Cross is making its 
natignal appeal during the sane 
month, making it a continent wide 
campaign.

®@ The figures published’ for oil seed 
erops are puzzling when considered 
in the light of Mr. Gardiner’s 
statement, as quoted in the “Farm 
News Press Clip Sheet, No. Ue 
which reads in part, “Of special 
products, euch as oil producing 
plante (crops) .. . it is hoped that 
some improvement in quantity will 
be accomplished.”

SUPPLY AMMONIUM PHOSPHATE 
NOT EQUAL TO DEMAND 


Demand for 11-48 ammonium» 
phosphate for the prairie provinces 
has increased far beyond the supply 
that will be available in 1944 states 
Grant S, Pert Fertilizers Admiy- 
istrator of the Agricultural Supplies 
Board, Owing to the high phosphate 
concentration of ammonium _ phos- 
phate and the relatively small ship- 
Ping space required to transport it, 
he states that every ton that can he 
obtained is needed for overseas ship- 
ment to Britain and other Alliea 
countries in the war zone for grow- 
ing food for the,armed forces and the 
civilian population. 

The available supply of ammonium 
phosphate should be used on crops re- 
garded as of greatest value in way- 
time and whigh = specially require 
fertilizer, states Mr. Pert. Such crops 
include sugar beets, seed crops, such 
as registered and certified seed grain, 
and the hoe crops which may be roots, 
vegetables, corn and potatoes, These 
are the inteusive crops which should 
have priority for the use of fertilizer 
when it is in short supply.

Plastic Materials 

THERE ARE MANY REMINDERS at this time that we are living 
in a rapidly changing world. The war, with its great demands upon all our 
resources, has speeded up the rate of progress in many fields of endeavour. 
Science and medicine have made phenomenal advancement in the face of the 
necessities of war, and there have been equally great developments in many 
of our economic and social concepts. It is clear that the world will never 
again be as it was before the outbreak of the war and there is universal 
hope that the best of the benefits to mankind which have been brought into 
use to meet wartime emergencies, may be wisely used to make a better 
world in the years that lie ahead, One of the things which the war has 
taught, has been the great value of our natural resources, and the import- 
ance of using them wisely and economically. Scientists tell us that the 
Germans would long ago have made many products from the waste 
materials of our lumber industry, had they been in possession of the Cana- 
dian forests. The war has indeed brought home te many the possibilities of 
making use of materials which were formerly discarded and scientific 
research has thrown considerable light on this subject.

Shortages of many substances and the failure of 
some of those which are available to meet the re- 

° quirements for war equipment, have led to efforts to 
Widely Used develop new materials, both for combat purposes 
and for domestic use. In this connection, plastics have become well known 
as substitutes for metals, glass, and other essential materials. Although 
plastics are proving both useful and effective in many ways, scientists tell 
us that it is doubtful whether they will ever fulfill all the purposes which 
have been forecast for them in the popular concept of the “world of to- 
morrow.” It has been pointed out that the word “plastic” is misleading, 
since it implies softness and malleability. On the contrary, there are plas- 
ics which are hard enough to adequately replace metals in aircraft, motor 
vehicles and other equipment. At the same time they are extremely light, 
which makes them valuable in substitution for metals in cases where light- 
ness gives added speed, Transparent plastics have also replaced glass in 
airplanes, ships and other combat machines, since it has proven to be 


tougher than glass, and also shatterproof.

Is Encouraged greatést wheat-producing areas in the world, and 
it is unlikely that they will ever become less important in this respect. 
We are told that Canada’s export shipments of wheat have been larger 
since the war than before, and that domestic utilization of wheat has also 
risen during the past four years, There is, too, no doubt of the important 
part that Canadian wheat will play in post-war rehabilitation in many parts 
of the world. It has frequently been suggested, however, that efforts be 
made to develop certain types of crops in the West for industrial purposes, 
and it has been recommended that research be done here in this connection. 
It is already known that oats, soy beans, and corn stalks are used in making 
plastics, and that the fibrous stalks of some grains and Plants make excel- 
lent wall board and insulation. It has been Suggested that rubber or water- 
proof materials might be developed from the gummy portions of some 
plants grown here, and that science might find many uses for the straw, 
now frequently disposed of by burning, Canadian scientists are now giv- 
ing much thought to these subjects and recommedations have been made 
before the House of Commons Reconstruction Committee. It is possible that 
the future will bring interesting developments along these lines,

Sometime ago we published an 


editorial on “Maps by the Million,” 
these being maps for landing forces 
in, all parts of the world.

printed by the Hydrographic Supplies |- 


Department of the Royal Navy for 
all ships of the Allied navies and 
mercantile marine. 

There is a factory “somewhere in 
England” where the charts are run 
off the presses, and as the head- 
quarters of the department are 
alongside the plant, it is a simple 
matter for an authorized messenger, 
who may be a Wren, to call for a 
specific portfolio or charts for one of 
the ships of the navy and carry them 
away. This factory turns out about 
5,000,000 charts a year. When 3,000

Large Supply Available 
Argentina, Australia And Canada 
Have Surplus Wheat For Export 
It is harvest time in Argentina 
and Australia and current estimates 
of the combined wheat crop total 
888 million bushels, or approximately 
the amount produced by these two 
countries a year ago. The export- 
able surplus from such a crop would 
be 225 million bushels and this must 
be added to the carry-over of old 
wheat which amounts to 153 million 
bushels in Australia and 122 million 
bushels in Argentina. This makes a 
surplus over normal domestic re- 
quirements of approximately 500 mil- 
lion bushels available for export in 
1944. When the surplus of Canada 
is added, the supply available for 
export exceeds one billion bushels in 
three of the four major exporting 

countries.

Proves Its Worth Th e 
Helicopter Made Trip Which 
Impossible For Other Planes 

A few days ago, a helicopter plane 
gave a dramatic demonstration of 
the practical utility of this type of 
craft in time of emergency. A United 
States destroyer exploded and sank 
off Sandy Hook. Among the sur- 
vivors were many wounded men, 
badly in need of blood plasma. All 
other aircraft were grounded by sleet 
and heavy snow squalls, but a Coast 
Guard aviator took off in an experi- 
mental helicopter from Floyd Bennett 
Field and landed it on the Battery in 
New York. Fourteen minutes later 
it settled gently on the beach at) 
Sandy Hook, with two cases of blood 
plasma for the survivors of the ex- 
plosion, 

The plasma was rushed to the 
wounded and immediately admin- 
istered. Delivery of this life-saving 
fluid and equipment by boat would 
have taken at least an hour; by car, 
over an hour and a half, And min- 
utes count when wounded men await 
the plasma which will give them 
their best chance of survival, so the 
helicopter may easily have saved 
lives by being airworthy when all 
other craft were landbound. Yet its 
commander termed the flight a “rou- 
tinue operation.” 

Perhaps it was routine for this 
odd-looking rotary-winged machine 
which is the “pet” of Igor Sikorsky. 
However, it proved in convincing 
manner how the helicopter can land 
in tiny spaces. under conditions of 
visibility which make impossible all 
other methods of flying.—Ottawa 
Citizen.

“electorate come to depend for their 
“livelihood upon the temporary mas- 
“ters of the mechanism of the State 
“—that is, upon the politicians— 
“then democracy is at an end.” 


‘IT am more convinced than ever 
that the menace of socialistic teach- 
ing is one which closely affects every- 
one in Canada in both his business 
and private life. 


“These advocates of a new -order 
have an astounding scheme, which 
will result in nothing less than com- 
plete regimentation of Canada. As 
jyou know, one of their principal 
objectives, and the first plank in their 
platform, is to nationalize the banks.

cakes compressed yeast 

cup lukewarm water 

cup Crown Brand Corn Syrup 

to 4145 cups sifted all-purpose 

flour 

Add salt to boiling water; remove 

from heat. Stir in rolled oats and 
melted fat. Let stand until luke- 
warm, stirring occasionally. Soften 
yeast in % cupful of the lukewarm 
water; add remainder of water and 
corn syrup. Combine with rolled 
oats mixture. Gradually sift flour 
into yeast mixture, adding all the 
flour to be used, or enough to make 
a dough of the desired consistency or 
stiffness. Stir as long as_ possible 
with a spoon, then knead in remain- 
ing flour with the hands. Turn on 
floured board and knead until smooth. 
Turn into a greased bowl, cover, and 
let rise in a warm place until double 
in bulk (about 1 hour). Knead down 
and divide dough into two equal 
parts; cover and let stand 15 mine 
utes, Shape each into a loaf; place 
in greased bread pans 9” x 5” x 8” 
and let rise in warm place until 
doubled in bulk (about 30 minutes), 
Bake in hot oven (425 degrees F.)! 
for 15 minutes, then reduce heat to 
875 degrees F. and complete baking 
(about 30 minutes). About 10 min- 
utes before baking time is completed, 
brush tops of loaves with melted 
butter. This bread is tender and de- 
licious.
